The wom en’s clubs of La Crosse

000,000 people in the Indian empire 
and consequently some strife is in­ 
evitable, in times of peace as w'ell 
as in times of war. The responsible 
heads of the various castes, members 
of the Indian council, 
always 
are 
critical of the government, but they 
are as loyal as any British states­ 
man w’ho criticises his government 
on the floor of the nouse of com­ 
mons. 
“ An example 
of this 
loyalty is 
shown in the fact that the Indian 
council, at the beginning of the war, 
agreed that India should shoulder a 
heavy burden of 'the expense. India 
Is doing this, but the burden is not 
forced by England, as has been al­ 
leged. The burden is assumed vol­ 
untarily. Indian princes throughout 
the empire have in many eases vol­ 
untarily given large amounts from 
their treasure 
stores 
to help the 
home 
government. 
Indian 
native 
troops have gone to almost every 
front and fought- with traditional 
native vigor, bravely bearing all the 
hardships of campaigning without a 
murmur. 
“The native of India today is thor­ 
oughly loyal to 
King 
George 
V, 
whom he looks upon as his king-em- 
peror. This 
Is not entirely 
due to 
British rule in India. It is explained 
by the psychology 
of the 
native 
mind. Indians of all castes believe 
kings are made through the work­ 
ings of something more than human 
intelligence. A king, therefore, who 
rules the Indians, whether he is the 
king-emperor or a native king, does 
so by reason of the fact that he has 
been so designated 
by something 
akin to the super-natural. The fact 
that a king rules India establishes 
in the nati\c mind that king’s right 
to rule.

320.000,000 
people 
were inclined to revolt, the time for 
revolution 
would 
be during 
the 
greatest war. E v ery Indian 
knows 
this and still there has been no con­ 
certed effort to break 
away from 
British rule. 
“ Indian man power and 
money 
! power w ill continue 
to aid Great 
Britain throughout the war and in 
I future wars if necessary. There is 
j nothing to worry about in India.”

The bills of fare will be reduced 
to the .smallest proportions on rec­ 
ord and guests will not be permitted 
to eat more than one item from any 
single course— and not very 
much 
of that. The butter supply, 
for in­ 
stance, now' is 
restricted 
to one- 
eighth of a pound 
per person per 
week. Mighty little sugar is given. 
Other food supplies are held to cor­ 
responding proportions. 
Germany is racing toward famine 
which has been foreseen since last 
summer by those 
who 
knew’ 
the 
truth about the summer harvest, ac­ 
cording to Francis Gribble. the Brit­ 
ish novelist who has just returned 
to London after a year in the Ger­ 
man internment camp at Ruhlben, 
near Berlin. 
“There is no avoiding the conclu­ 
sion.*’ said Gribble today, “ that the 
state of the German people soon will 
be much whst the state of the Bel­ 
gian people now would be but for 
American philanthropists. 
“ The date at w’hieh the catastro­ 
phe will occur depends upon a* good 
many uncertain factors; but it can­ 
not be long delayed. 
“ The 1915 harvest, 
what 
there 
was of it, was both sown and reaped 
while I was behind the barbed wires 
at Ruhleben. There was practically 
no rain from the end of March until 
the beginning of July. 
“ The crisis passed. Then came the 
lashing thunderstorms 
to complete 
the damage. Those of our custodians 
who were concerned

ture pulled long faces and used ugly 
language. 
There was 
no mistake 
about 
it— the German 
harvest of 
1915 had failed.” 
The novelist quoted the Vorwarts.

newspaper, to show

harvest failed not only on account 
of drought but because: 
The ground was not manured, the 
monopolization of railway equipment 
by the military preventing this. 
2. Horses
